The 
schools will ask the Townwide 
Parent Teacher Organization to 
distribute the current redistrict- 
ing option so that residents can 
analyze the plan and comment at 
the next committee meeting, 
Tuesday, Jan. 17. 

The current plan will redis- 
trict 170 elementary students, or 
6.1 percent of the elementary 
school population for the 1995-

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Reimbursable items 
adding up for SBC

Although actual construction at 
Andover High School is not yet under- 
way, the School Building Committee 
has already spent approximately 90 
percent of the money it allocated for 
reimbursing the project architects. 

Architects are reimbursed for the 
cost of faxing materials, for the cost of 
postage and for traveling to meetings 
in Andover. 

The building committee has approx- 
imately $4,000 left in its reimbursable- 
items budget, a budget that originally 
totaled $40,000. 

At its Dec. 29 meeting, the commit- 
tee approved two invoices totaling 
more than $12,500 to reimburse Earl R, 
Flansburgh + Associates Inc., the firm 
of the High School architects, The 
architects asked to be reimbursed 
more than $4,600 for costs during the 
month of October and more than $7,900 
for August and September. 

“My guess is we'll go over $40,000 
but I don’t know by what,” said Jim 
Marsh, School Building Committee 
chairman, 

Mr. Marsh said that these costs 
should be greatly reduced now that 
construction has begun. 

There is also virtually $18,000 left in 
the printing budget, which may be 
used to offset the travel, fax, postage 
and other costs, according to Sharman 
Lappin, project manager. 

“There was printing budgeted to be 
sent out, but Earl Flansburgh is doing 
a lot of that in-house,” said Ms. Lappin.

Selectmen want to hear about the 
chances of either of those bills being 
approved, so board members can 
decide on whether to pursue an appeal 
of a previous Department of Public 
Utilities decision denying a request to 
stop trains from blowing the whistles 
in town. The appeal, should the town 
pursue it, could cost about $5,000. 

As of Wednesday morning, neither 
legislator had confirmed that he would 
be able to attend Monday’s meeting. 

The remainder of the agenda for 
Monday’s meeting had not been set by 
Wednesday morning.

Selectmen’s business 
from a past meeting 


Here is a brief look at business con- 
ducted by the Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day, Dec. 19: 

« The Board voted to approve Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski’s Capital 
Improvement Program, subject to the 
availability of funds and with some 
reservations. The program calls for 
spending roughly $33 million on capi- 
tal projects during the next five years. 

“I would almost rather hear the 
word accept rather than endorse,” 
because there are very few things | 
endorse in the CIP, said Selectman 
Larry Larson. 

Concerns about the size of school 
expenditures and priorities of certain 
projects were causes for hesitation on 
endorsement of the program. Select- 
men will consider projects outlined in 
the CIP for Fiscal 1996 on a case-by- 
case basis when they examine the bud- 
get between now and April Town Meet- 
ing.

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Funds established in the name of shooting victim; 
Shannon Lowney was fiancee of Andover native

At least three funds have been set up 
in the name of Shannon Elizabeth 
Lowney, one of two women killed last 
Friday in the shootings at two different 
abortion clinics in Brookline. Ms. 
Lowney, 25, was the fiancee of David 
Keene, 27, a 1985 Andover High School 
graduate. 

“T’m just trying to get through it and 
to remember the amazing life she 
lived,” Mr. Keene said Wednesday dur- 
ing a visit to the Townsman. “If you 
can get any message across, I would 
like it that people remember and cele- 
brate her life, not the way she died. 
And if you see something or someone 
that needs help or needs anything, just 
do it. That’s the way she lived.” 

The picture he wanted the paper to 
use of Ms. Lowney was one she gave 
him to take with him one time when he 
was going away. On the back she had 
written, “Don’t miss me too much.” 

Mr. Keene and Ms. Lowney met five 
years ago and lived together in Arling- 
ton for the past three years. They 
planned to marry in 1995. Mr. Keene’s 
parents, William and Gayle Keene, live 
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at 9 San- 
dalwood 
Lane.

lapsing in tears as he laid flowers on 
the stairs of the Planned Parenthood 
clinic in Brookline the day after the 
shootings, his father at his side sup- 
porting him. 

Ms. Lowney, a receptionist and Lati- 
no liaison at Planned Parenthood, was 
killed when a gunman went on a shoot- 
ing spree at that clinic and at the 
Preterm Health Services clinic, both in 
Brookline, last Friday morning, Dec. 
30. Lee Ann Nichols, 38, of Salem, N.H., 
a receptionist at Preterm, was also 
killed and five people were injured at

the two clinics. 


The Keenes were among an estimat- 
ed 1,000 people who attended a memori- 
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al service organized by Planned Par- 
enthood at the Arlington Street Church 
in Boston Tuesday night, where David 
Keene gave one of the eulogies for his 
fiancee. 

“Tt was beautiful,” he said of the ser- 
vice. He said he didn’t want the service 
to end, that it was like a drug that 
made the pain go away, and that he 
wanted to just stay there and hug Ms. 
Lowney’s friends and co-workers. 

Mr. Keene said he has had tremen- 
dous support from the local media and 
from friends and family, especially 
from Andover friends. Andover friends 
have dropped what they were doing 
and flown in from all over the world to 
show their support, he said. 

“The support I’ve had from Andover 
has been phenomenal - more than I 
ever could have hoped for.” 

Mr. Keene said he and Ms, Lowney 
were “married to each other,” even if 
they weren’t legally married. 

“In that way, my parents thought of 
her very much as a daughter-in-law,” 
Mr. Keene said. 

And he said Ms. Lowney really did

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die doing what she believed in. 

“She was committed, and had committed 
the rest of her life in an effort to see that peo- 
ple that need help got it,” Mr. Keene said, 
“(Her death) was senseless, but she was very 
purposeful in what she was doing.” 

He asked people to carry on the work Ms, 
Lowney supported. 


Planned Parenthood partially re-opened 
Tuesday for employees and to provide limit- 
ed services, such as telephone counseling.

freedom, James Madison said, ‘That diaboli- 
cal, hell-conceived principle of persecution 
rages among some; and to their eternal 
infamy, the clergy can furnish their quota of 
imps for such business.’ These strong words 
by one of our founders need to be remem- 
bered today as a democratic society and par- 
ticularly its guardians tend to lose touch 
both with the founding principles and with 
the forces that can bring down its freedoms. 
The [alleged] John Salvi shootings in Brook- 
line are the tip of a much larger iceberg.”

Selectman Jim Barenboim 
recently commended Andover 
police and detectives involved in 
solving eight bank robberies in 
the area during the past seven 
years. Aided by Gerald Mohan, 
special agent for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, on Dec. 
13 detectives arrested a Merri- 
mack man accused of robbing 
the Shawmut Bank in Shaw- 
sheen Plaza in November. 

Selectmen Barenboim and 
Charles Wesson recommended 
that the board send a letter of 
appreciation to both the FBI and 
to the Andover Police 
Department. 

“T believe the Andover Police 
Department is eight for eight in 
bank robberies. Even Ted 
Williams wasn’t that good,” Mr. 
Wesson said. 


Alter parking 

In other news about the select- 
men, they voted to alter parking 
on Tewksbury Street, eliminat- 
ing curbside parking on the 
north side starting at the store 
complex in Ballardvale Center 
and continuing toward Marland 
Street. Curbside parking will 


also be prohibited at the intersec- 
tion of Tewksbury and Marland 
streets. Two-hour parking will be 
allowed on the south side of 
Tewksbury Street. 

Curbside parking will also be 
prohibited on the north side of 
Salem Street, between Main 
Street and Highland Road. Park- 
ing will be permitted on the 
south side of Salem Street.

In other news, selectmen 
approved an earth removal per- 
mit for Mark Conserva, of 5 Fair- 
way Drive, associated with the 
development of 1 Stone Post 
Road. Charles Richmond, of 48 
Prospect Hill Road, expressed 
concern for the condition of 
Prospect Hill Road, as heavy 
vehicles traveling from the con- 
struction site might hasten road 
deterioration. 

Board chairman Gerald Sil- 
verman recognized that the road 
is currently in disrepair and 
asked Department of Public 
works director Bob McQuade to 
check the road prior to the start 
of the earth removal. In addition 
to other restrictions, Mr. Conser- 
va was required to post a $10,000 
bond with the DPW.

Post office ran out of 
3-cent stamps Tuesday 


By Don Staruk 

Susan Stott, of Robandy Road, 
appears somewhat dismayed at 
the sign in the post office win- 
dow at 2:30 Tuesday afternoon 
advising patrons that the facility 
had run out of three-cent stamps. 

“I've never seen anything like 
this,” Andover postmaster 
George Selfridge said Wednes- 
day morning. 

The Andover post office went 
through 50,000 three-cent stamps 
Tuesday, he said. 

“We got 20,000 more in this 
morning. We’re hoping that will 
last us for the day,” Mr. Selfridge 
said. 

He was hoping for another 
delivery of the three centers 
Thursday to keep the patrons at 
bay. 

“It’s not quite as bad as yester- 
day. They’re not reaching the 
door. Yesterday they were out- 
side the door all day long,” he 
said. 

Despite heavy advertising by 
the Postal Service in the last cou- 
ple of weeks, according to Mr. 
Selfridge, the hike in the cost of 
mailing a letter, from 29 cents to 
32 cents as of the first of the year, 
apparently caught people off 
guard,

the price of stamps went up last 
Sunday,” Mr. Selfridge said. 

The last price hike was in 
February 1991, Mr. Selfridge 
said, when the cost of mailing a 
letter went from 25 cents to 29 
cents. 

“They’re still a bargain,” Mr. 
Selfridge said. 

There is not supposed to be 
any grace period for getting rid 
of the old 29-cent stamps, accord- 
ing to Mr. Selfridge, but for the 
first few days the post office will 
not return letters missing the 
extra 3-cents postage. The cost of 
handling letters twice would be 
prohibitive, he said. 

“Tf we get them here, we’ll 
deliver them,” he said. 

But he wouldn’t say how long 
that would continue, because 
officially the date was last Sun- 
day, Mr. Selfridge said. And he 
expected the demand for three 
cent stamps to wane each day.

WITHHOLDING INFORMATION 
Those who have recently graduated from college and have begun full- 
time work may find that an inordinate amount of tax is being withheld from 
their paychecks, This problem stems from the fact that the withholding 


tables are based on a full year’s salary, even though an employee may 
only be on the payroll for half a year. For instance, those who start a job at 
mid-year and eam $650 weekly will make a total of $16,900 for 26 weeks 
work. This puts them in the 15 percent bracket. The withholding tables, 
however, assume that the salary is being paid for a full year and withholds 
on the basis of a $33,800 yearly salary (28 percent tax bracket). This 
discrepancy will lead to an overly large refund check the following Apri.

Griswold, architect, and Peter Hornbeck, 
landscape architect, and is in the Georgian 
Revival style, appropriately sympathetic to 
the 1920 re-design of the library, which elimi- 
nated the mansard, among other alterations.

can say. It was his (decision) to opt 
out.” 

In an interview with the Townsman 
last week, Lyle Kirtman, president of 
Future Management Systems, did 
speak briefly about why negotiations 
broke down. 

“There are certain services which 
we were providing which is the reason 
we do our work,” he said. 

Asked what those service are, Mr. 
Kirtman answered, “The uniqueness of 
it (his search technique) is that we 
believe very much in doing community 
forums and having the community get 
involved.” 

Mr. Kirtman said that he also likes 
to understand the “organizational 
issues” of a school system so that he 
can recruit candidates who will likely 
remain in the system. 

During a break during Tuesday 
night’s meeting, Jan. 3, Mr. Muller said 
that although the idea of community 
forums regarding the next superinten- 
dent were discussed, “we don’t have 
the time necessary to have a forum on 
the qualifications. 

“One of the issues that we have is 
we have six or seven other communi- 
ties looking for a superintendent,” he 


said. “So we don’t have a lot of time.” 

After the meeting, Mr. Muller said 
the committee will hold some type of 
forum. This came as a surprise to other 
committee members. 

“We talked about it at the very first 
meeting. Last week we didn’t bring it 
up,” said Mary Lyman, committee 
member. “There was no definitive vote 
taken on it.” 

A date has not yet been scheduled 
for community input. 

Huston upset by exclusion 

Mr. Huston told his fellow commit- 
tee members that because he was not 
informed that the search committee 
would be selected at the Dec. 27 meet- 
ing, “I felt that I was totally excluded 
from the process.”

The committee 
did read the minutes from the Dec. 27 
meeting Tuesday night. 

“When you make a mistake in 
sports you say, ‘I blew it,’ said Thomas 
Meyers, president of the teachers’ 
union. Mr. Meyers asked the commit- 
tee to reconsider putting an Andover 
teacher on the screening committee. 
Earlier, Aaryn Schmuhl, student rep- 
resentative to the School Committee, 
asked if students had been considered 
for the committee.

Discussing 
differences 


It would be a tidy thing to do to tie 
together our letters about what is 
politically correct, the subject of big- 
otry, the controversy about using a 
mitten tree at Andover High School, 
swastikas and the killing of two wom- 
en at abortion clinics last week. Some- 
how, those subjects are all related. 

Perhaps the heading for an editorial 
on the above list could be “hearing one 
another,” or “making space to listen,” 
or “wishing for a safe place to express 
one’s opinions.” 

We all have much to learn. We can 
learn from the mistakes we make, 
from others’ extreme actions, from 
young people forming their philoso- 
phies and learning to express their 
opinions, and even from killings. 

To talk about the difficult subjects, 
those painful and emotional subjects 
have to be “out there.” While we at the 
Townsman don't want to be part of 
hurting people and we are always 
reluctant to allow words that appear 
bigoted, we do believe in allowing a 
space for exchanges of ideas, be that 
ever so difficult sometimes. 

There is a growing air of intolerance 
in this country, and last week it hit 
Andover personally when Shannon 
Lowney died at an abortion clinic in 
Brookline. Her fiance, David Keene, 
son of William and Gayle Keene, is 
from Andover. We express our out rage 
and sadness to that family. 

To kill a person because that person 
holds a different point of view is trag- 
ic. We can say the murders of the peo- 
ple at the clinics in Brookline were 
dohe by a disturbed person. But there 
is a climate in this country today, and 
Andover is included, that smirks of 
intolerance. If we can’t feel safe in 
expressing our differences, if we aren’t 
mature (or healthy) enough to allow 
our differences, then we have a tragic 
world, one in which people are afraid 
to exchange ideas. 

We often are afraid of what we don’t 
understand. We need to discuss our 
differences and rejoice in them. If we 
were all the same, what a dull world it 
would be. In some cases, the subjects 
of our differences are so emotionally 
charged that we need to make sure our 
language is tempered. We need to 
make sure we use responsible lan- 
guage, well thought out words. Our 
goal is to be able to safely discuss our 

‘differences. That’s how we learn. 
That’s how ‘we grow.

For the School Committee’s appointments to the search committee: 


What was the committee’s hurry?

Do you want to say something 
about who this town hires as the 
next superintendent of schools? If 
you do, you'd better speak up now. 

With all due respect to the School 
Committee, there are quite a few 
questions about the process the com- 
mittee is using to 
hire Andover’s 
next superinten- 
dent of schools. 

For instance: 

¢ Why did the 
School Commit- 
tee hold sucha 
hastily put- 
together, illegal 
(48 hours notice 
not given) meet- 
ing Tuesday, Dec. 27, at a time — 8:30 
in the morning — that tells us it was 
important to the committee that the 
business at hand be conducted fast — 
to unhire the consulting firm and to 
appoint the search committee? 

¢ What is the real reason that the 
consulting firm, Future Management 
Systems, was dropped by the School 
Committee, when only three weeks 
ago the committee felt so positive 
about the firm’s qualifications that 
members decided they didn’t need. to 
interview: any other firms to do. the 


job. “It couldn’t possibly have been a 
better recommendation,” Lloyd Wil- 
ley told the rest of the School Com- 
mittee about recommendations for 
the firm. He said a person with 
whom he talked about the firm “vir- 
tually gushed with how terrific the 
guy was. It was unbelievable.” 

¢ Why did the School Committee 
act when Bill Huston was not avail- 
able to meet at that early morning 
time? Even if my philosophy didn’t 
match Mr. Huston’s, if I were chair- 
ing the committee and the group had 
decided to allow each member to 
appoint two people to the search 
committee, I wouldn’t have allowed 
the meeting to commence without 
the entire committee being present. 
What difference would it make to 
wait another week for the vacation- 
ing Mr. Huston, who was away for 
only one week? 

¢ Why are there no Andover teach- 
ers on the search committee? We 
know that at least one teacher — 
William Becker — who isn’t just any 
teacher either, he happens to be 
chairman of the English department 
at Andover High School, applied to 
be a member of the search commit- 
tee. Patty Barrett also applied. She 
used to be a health teacher at 
Andover High School, and currently 


is principal of an elementary school 
in Wakefield. 

¢ Why are there no members of the 
School Committee on the search 
committee? If I were chosen to be on 
the search committee, I would want 
an answer to that question because | 
would want to know that the hours 
and hours that the search committee 
undoubtedly will put into this impor- 
tant task will not be for naught. 

Obviously, members of the School 
Committee have some idea of what 
they want in a superintendent - yes, 
we know, everyone wants a leader, 
someone with experience and so on — 
but how do the searchers feel about 
leveling? About our current sixth- 
grade ability-grouped classes in 
math? The School Committee will 
provide the search committee with a 
description of what it is looking for 
in a superintendent, but it would 
make more sense to have one or two 
members of the School Committee 
working side-by-side with the search 
committee. 

You can bet members of the 
School Committee know how they 
feel about leveling and some of the 
other important current issues, I 
assume each School Committee 
member appointed a person who

There is much debate in aca- 
demic circles about the issue of 
“political correctness.” Most 
agree that it is imperative to 
teach respect for and under- 
standing of different racial, eth- 
nic and religious traditions. How 
best to do that in an historically 
accurate and fair-minded way is 
not always as clear, The fact that 
there is a consensus about the 
central objective, tolerance and 
respect for others, is heartening.

In her letter, “PC is going to

I have lived in Andover and 
taught history at Phillips Acade- 
mny for 11 years. Each year I have 
celebrated Christmas. I cannot 
think of one instance that sup- 
ports any of her assertions. It is 
difficult to believe that she has 
been persecuted or censored in a 
town and country that celebrate 
Christmas with such remarkable 
fanfare, For her to further argue 
that Jews are insecure in their 
own beliefs is, at best, disrespect- 
ful, 

Even more offensive is Ms. 
O’Connell’s condescending 
assertion that Jews have not 
learned from the Holocaust what 
she feels they should have. To 
have this seminal historical 
event, one that shaped much of 
the 20th century and destroyed 
millions of lives, raised out of 


context by a naive editorialist 
distresses me. 

How best to teach young peo- 
ple, and ourselves, to respect dif: 
ferences is not a question that 
will be resolved in the near 
future. But hopefully the debate 
will be invigorating and chal- 
lenge each of us to create a com- 
munity in which sensitivity and 
understanding animate our rela- 
tionships with one another, Sim- 
plistic exaggerated, and inaccu-

* Why is the School Committee 
leaving out public input in this 
search process, I had wanted to 
ask. I wanted to know why hasn’t 
the community been asked what 
it wants in a superintendent? But 
at the end of Tuesday night’s 
School Committee meeting, Dick 
Muller announced that there will 
be a public forum on the search 
process — date, place and form of 
such forum to be announced. 


In the best-case scenario, the 
search committee would be made 
up of parents, teachers, a couple 
of School Committee members, a 
student or two, maybe one school 
principal, and someone unrelat-

subject (public displays of Christmas) which 
has nothing to do with them? Finally, she 
thinks that Jews are insecure about their 
beliefs, but she is, perhaps, projecting her 
own insecurity and fears on to others. 

Next, she has an obvious lack of knowl- 
edge of what freedom of religion means. Reli- 
gious freedom means the right to worship 
both in the church or Synagogue of one’s 
choice and in the home. It does not refer to 
publicly-financed displays of religion at town 
or city halls, schools, etc. . 

Ms. O’Connell also believes that schools 
should teach religion. The problem with her 
idea, however, is not that she wants religion 
taught in the schools, but rather she wants 
her brand of religion taught in the schools 
and that makes her in opposition to the Unit- 
ed States Constitution. 

She says, “These people are censoring us - 
telling us when and how we can celebrate 
Christmas. It isn’t really Santa Claus that 
makes them nervous, it’s Jesus Christ and 
His birth.” Here again Ms. O’Connell dis- 
plays what she’s really all about. The term 
these people has always been an anti-Semitic 
euphemism for Jews and her reference to the 
birth of Christ is meant to incite anti- 
Semitism the same way the Nazis used simi- 
lar tactics to rally Germans against Jews.

than any should be against any form of per- 
secution after the Holocaust.” Ms. O’Connell 
isn’t at all confused, she merely doesn’t 
understand the meaning of the Holocaust if 
she mentions it in such a manner. I am 
afraid, however, that she fully understands 
the vituperative nature with which she has 
tried to reverse religious freedom into perse- 
cution and, in the great tradition of anti- 
Semites, blame the Jews for not accepting 
her fanatical beliefs. Ms. O’Connell says the 
superintendent, the School Committee, prin- 
cipals, teachers and townspeople should be 
ashamed of themselves for adhering to the 
Constitution of the United States. Instead, 
she should be ashamed for being so anti- 
Semitic and the Townsman should be 
ashamed for publishing a letter containing 
not only so many anti-Semitic references, but 
for expressing such intolerance of other peo- 
ple’s beliefs.

The Andover High boys basketball 
team took Salem N.H.’s best shot, 
wavered ever so slightly, and came 
charging off the ropes to pound out a 
64-56 come-from-behind victory over 
the Blue Devils in their Greater 
Lawrence Christmas Festival champi- 
onship game before a rollicking full 
house at Merrimack College last week- 
end. It was a triumph of major propor- 
tions for the Golden Warriors, who 
became the first school since Central 
Catholic in 1982 and 1983 to win back- 
to-back titles in the 20-year-old holiday 
event. It was also the ninth GLCF 
championship overall for the locals. 

Coach Dave Fazio’s crew, 3-0 after 
this win, sailed into the final following 
a very business-like 65-42 semifinal dis- 
patch of overmatched North Andover. 

Andover knew Salem (2-2 record) 
would be tough, as the New Hampshire 
team sought its first tourney champi- 
onship. 

But they were not prepared for the 
tornado that hit in the first half. “We 
came out and it was like we got blasted

by a bomb,” said coach Fazio after 
notching his 85th win at AHS. “Salem 
was hitting three’s from all over the 
court, beating us up the floor consis- 
tently in transition, and we were total- 
ly out of whack.” 

AHS surrendered an uncharacteris- 
tic 37 first-half points, and hit the break 
trailing by eight (37-29). 

“Salem had absolutely nothing to 
lose,” said Fazio. “They were playing 
the defending champs, and we were 
supposed to win the game and the title. 
We didn’t match their intensity in the 
first 16 minutes,” 

Foul problems also made things dif: 
ficult for Andover, as senior Captains 
Tom Tanin (three fouls) and Eric Danis 
(two fouls) were both in early trouble. 

“We were disappointed with our 
first-half defense, but we still went into 
the half down by only eight,” said 
Fazio. We told the kids at the half we’d 
win by at least five if we played the sec- 
ond half the way we're capable.” 

Salem scored the first basket of the 
second half to go ahead by 10 points, 39- 
29, but slowly Andover began chipping 


away and eventually tied the game 
with five minutes left. Tournament 
MVP Matt Gibson was instrumental in 
the comeback, while junior guards Jeff 
Thompson and Pat Sharkey both 
buried huge three-point shots to bring 
Andover back within two points. 

“After we tied the game we called a 
timeout,” said Fazio, “The place was 
going nuts (SRO crowd over 2,000 fans) 
and we wanted to get everyone focused 
on the score and what we still had to do 
to win. 

“The difference for us in the second 
half, when we held them to 19 points, 
was sprinting back on defense, shut- 
ting down the lanes and playing smart 
basketball. And ‘Gibby’ was just phe- 
nomenal. 

“IT think Salem was surprised we 
were still standing with five minutes 
left. They gave us everything they had, 
playing as well as they can play, and 
when it got down to the stretch we 
were even with them. I think it took 
the starch out of them,” said Fazio. 

Gibson and All-Tournament selec- 
tion Danis led the AHS offense in the 


closing minutes as the champs pulled 
away for the eight-point triumph. 
Andover netted the last nine points of 
the game over the final 2:23 after trail- 
ing 56-55. 

Tanin, despite being saddled with 
four fouls, led the smart and aggressive 
defense, Fazio also lauded the outstand- 
ing efforts of junior forward Paul 
McNeice, senior guard Eric Thompson 
and senior center Cris Brown through- 
out the game. 

Gibson, who was surrounded by col- 
lege scouts after the game, led all scor- 
ers with 31 points (18 first half) and he 
also ripped down 12 rebounds and 
blocked five shots. The 6’5” lefty for- 
ward was the top marksman in the 
tournament with 74 points (24.7 aver- 
age), 

Danis added 12 points and four 
assists versus Salem, Jeff Thompson 
had six points (2-for-2 from treyland), 
Tanin and Sharkey five each, McNeice 
four and Eric Thompson one free 
throw. Rob Mosto pumped through 20 
points and Tim Creegan 14 for the Blue 
Devils. 


AHS hockey team stuns Acton-Boxboro, wins Christmas tourney

In one of the most rousing come- 
backs in the 29-year history of the pro- 
gram, achieved against a top-quality 
opponent, the Andover High hockey 
team erased a four-goal second-period 
deficit to stun Acton-Boxboro 7-4 in the 
championship game of last week’s 
inaugural Haverhill Christmas Tour- 
nament. 

Trailing 4-0 with less than four min- 
utes remaining in the second period, 
the young Golden Warriors (six 
juniors, seven sophomores, three fresh- 
men) started to stir when Chris Cullen 
put them on the scoreboard at 11:41 of 
the stanza. 

Captain Scott Munroe made it 4-2 by 
scoring the first of his three goals with 
just one second left in the period 
(14:59). Andover totally dominated the 
final 15 minutes, outshooting A-B by a 
wide 18-8 margin and outscoring the 
Colonials 5-0 to nail down the title in 
Division II of the 12-team, three-divi- 
sion tourney. 

Goals by Todd Thistle (power play at 
4:35) and Captain Dana DiFiore (9:22) 
tied the game 4-4, and that’s how it 


stayed heading into the final minute of 
play. DiFiore notched the game-winner 
with just 48 seconds left, forcing A-B to 
pull goalie Greg Harrison, and Munroe 
took advantage of the situation to com- 
plete his hat trick with a pair of empty- 
net insurance goals in the last 15 sec- 
onds. Munroe connected at 14:45, and 
followed with his second buzzer-beater 
just one second from the finish. 

The majority of the goals were a 
direct result of excellent hustle and 
crisp checkerboard passing. It is with- 
out question the biggest and most dra- 
matic regular season win of the Bill 
Cullen Era. 

“Next to the overtime victory in the 
state tournament (4-3 in triple OT ver- 
sus Franklin in 1991-92), this one ranks 
as the best,” agreed coach Cullen. 

“The two goals at the end of the sec- 
ond period by (Chris) Cullen and 
Munroe were the turning point in the 
game. That got the juices flowing, and 
DiFiore’s back-to-back goals (tying and 
game-winner) in the third set us on 
fire. Our kids were running on pure 
adrenalin in the third period,” contin- 
ued Cullen. “We have a young club, 


and for most of the first two periods we 
were in a funk. The kids were standing 
around instead of working and playing 
the body as we had planned.” 

Andover reached the title game with 
an impressive 5-0 semifinal round 
shutout of Marian High of Framing- 
ham, the team that knocked AHS out in 
the first round of last year’s Eastern 
Mass. Division II Tournament. 

Perennial powerhouse Acton- 
Boxboro, whose alumni include past 
and present NHL players Tom Barras- 
so (Pittsburgh Penguins goaltender), 
former Bruins’ winger Bob Sweeney 
and ex-New York Ranger Bob Brooke, 
was fresh off a 6-1 semifinal romp over 
Belmont and a 3-2 overtime triumph 
against Methuen in the Nashua Christ- 
mas Tournament championship game. 

It was the fourth game in five nights 
for A-B (8-2-1 overall), which may have 
affected the team’s stamina, but even 
Colonials’ coach Joe Marashio was 
impressed by the Golden Warriors. 

“Andover burned us with some 
goals late in the period and they were 
flying at the end of the game,” said 
Marashio, “Hopefully we learned some- 


thing from this experience.” 

It was a big win for coach Cullen in 
terms of historical perspective. He was 
an assistant coach for the Colonials 
two decades ago when their program 
began to take off and won a State Divi- 
sion II championship by beating Pitts- 
field. Cullen also coached several of the 
current A-B players (Peter Elenbaas, 
Todd Beresford) in the most recent Bay 
State Games. 

Chris Cullen added three assists for 
AHS, junior defenseman Brian Kwon 
had two, and single setups were credit- 
ed to sophomore wing Rob Busby, 
freshman wing Josh Prudden, sopho- 
more center Josh Hoerner, junior rear- 
guard Jeff Hesenius and Pittsburgh 
transfer Ryan Boillard. 

Peter Afarian did a monster job in 
net over the final two periods, stopping 
20 of 21 shots after Andover starting 
goaltender Jason Veilleux hit his head 
on the ice and was taken out for pre- 
cautionary reasons. Veilleux faced 14 
A-B shots and stopped 11. 

The Colonials ougunned the War- 
riors 14-4 in the first period and 35-31 in 
the game.

An extreme distortion

the “atheists” are “break(ing) out in 
hives at the sight of a Christmas tree.” 
Certainly some people are upset about 
the process by which the holidays are 
celebrated, but more people than Jews 
and atheists are vexed. Countless 
minority religious groups do not have 
their holidays represented in the 
schools during the “holiday season” 
because they celebrate no holidays dur: 
ing that season. Some of those groups 
question why one particular religious 
holiday should be ascribed special 
attention at public school when all oth- 
er religious holidays, for the most part, 
are ignored throughout the school 
year. 

Secondly, we two Andover Jews are 
not attacking the Christian religion. 
Nor are we insecure or scared of Jesus 
Christ, as Ms. O’Connell incorrectly 
and myopically assumes. Nor do we 
attack the Christian religion’s beliefs 
or symbols at all. We are dismayed that 
a supposedly right-thinking individual 
such as Ms. O’Connell cannot under- 
stand that the problem lies only the 
placement of these objects traditionally 
associated with Christian holidays in a 
public school that is attended by per- 
sons of all religions. Ms. O’Connell 
writes, “I thought this was America. 
We do have freedom of religion and the 
right to express it.” Well, this is Ameri- 
ca, and our Supreme Court has stated 
that there is to be separation of church 
and state, i.e., no Christmas trees, no 
nativity scenes and no menorahs in 
public schools.

in the school may not offend us, some 
people may be offended. Therefore, we 
have to respect differences because it’s 
the law. Ms. O’Connell apparently 
embraces our First Amendment right 
to freedom of religious expression, yet 
she apparently is willing to sacrifice 
that portion of the First Amendment 
which mandates the separation of 
church and state. We, as a society, 
can’t pick and choose which laws to fol- 
low and which to discard. 

Nobody is attacking anyone's 
beliefs. Although we can’t speak for all 
Jews, we believe and encourage all 
families to take advantage of their 
right to practice and celebrate their 
religions by displaying religious sym- 
bols on their private and/or church 
property. Many Jews in Andover truly 
try to aid Christians to celebrate their 
religious holiday by volunteering to 
work on Christmas Eve and Christmas 
Day in soup kitchens, shelters, hospi- 
tals and nursing homes. By volunteer- 
ing they aid the less fortunate in hav- 
ing a merry Christmas and, at the same 
time, give Christian volunteers the day 
off to celebrate their holiday. 

The message Ms. O’Connell is 
attempting to convey is self-contradict- 
ing. On the one hand she states that PC 
is driving her crazy, yet she insists that 
schools should teach “tolerance for eth- 
nie and religious backgrounds.” Isn't 
that being PC? Her message, moreover, 
implies that because a majority of this 
country is Christian, it is OK to have 
Christian symbols in public schools.
